CHICAGO WEATHER. 


Traffic Blocked—Trains Delayed—An 
Unpleasant, Unhappy City. 

CnicaGO, March 3.—The changes in the 
weather this winter have been so frequent 
and Jsudden that the varied phases presented 
during the past two days have probably sur- 
prised nobody, although they have been ex- 
tremely unpleasant. Yesterday 
warm and the streets were slushy and 
muddy until about 6 o’clock last night, when 
the air grew colder, the wind began howling 
furiously and hailstones and sleet began beat- 
ing mercilessly down. As the night advanced 


the air grew freezing and the pavements Were 
soon covered with a coating of ice, making 
trave] exceedingly uncertain and dangerous. 
Early this morning the sleet and hail gave 
place to a heavy, driving snow storm, which 
at the present writing continues unabated, 
and which has almost hopelessly blocked traf- 
ficin the city and delayed all the incoming 
trains from seven to eight hours. Two trains 
on the Iilinois Central are snowed in between 
here and Kensington, fil., and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway have been 
obliged to abandon all trains between this and 
Milwaukee until the storm ceases. Trains on 
the C., B. and Q. are, in addition to the snow, 
delayed by the burning of their’ station at 
Galesburg, Ill., which occurred this morning, 


‘and involves a loss of some $6,000.

MILWAUKEE, March 3.—At noon the storm 
continues with unabated fury.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The President 
has vetoed the refunding bill. 


The Veto Message. 

WASHINGTON, March 3,—The following is 
the message of the President in vetoing the 
funding bill: 

To the House of Representatives: Having 
considered the bill entitled, ‘*‘An act to fa- 
cilitate he refunding of the national debt,’’ 
I am constrained to return it to the House of 
Representatives, in which it originated, with 
the following statement of my objections toits 
passage: The imperative necessity for prompt 


. action and the pressure of public duties in 


this, the closing week of my term of office, 
compels me to refrain from any attempt 
to make a full and satisfactory presentation 
of the objections to the bill. The importance 
of the passage at the present session of Con- 
gress of a suitable measure for refunding the 
national debt, Which is about to mature, is 
generally recognized, It has been urged upon 
the attention of Congress by the Secretary 
of the Treasury and in my last an- 
nual message. If Successfully accomplished 
it will secure a large decrease in the annual 
interest payment of the nation,and I earnestly 
recommend if the bill before named shall fail 
that another measure for the purpose be 
adopted before the present Congress ad- 
journs. Whileinmy opinion it would be 
wise to authorize the Secretary’. of 
the ‘Treasury in his discretion 
to offertothe public bonds bearing 3% per 
cent interestin aid of refunding, I should 
not deem it my duty tointerpose my consti- 
tutional objection to the passage of the pres- 
ent bill, if it did not contain in its fifth see- 
tion provisions which, in my judgment, seri- 
ously impairs the value and 
tend the destruction of the 
present national banking system 
ofthe country. This svstem has now been in 
operation almost twenty years. No safer nor 
more beneficial banking system was ever 
established. Its advantages as a business ure 
free to all who have the necessary capital. It 
furnishes currency to the public, which, 
for convenience and security of 
the bill holder, has probably 
never been equaled by that of any other 
banking system. Its notes are secured by a 
deposit with the Government of interest bear- 
ing bonds of the United States. The section 
ofthebill before me which relates to the 
national banking system, and to which objec- 
tionis made,is not an essentia, part of a 
refunding measure. It is as follows: 
SECTION 5. From and after the first day of 
July, 1881, the 3 per cent bonds authorized 
by the first section of this act shall be the 
only bonds receivable as security for national 
bank circulation or as security for the safe 
keeping and prompt payment of public 
money deposited with such banks, but where 
any such bonds are deposited for the purpose; 
after said bonds shall be designated for pur- 
chase or redemption by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the banking association depositing 
the same shall have the right to substitute 
other issues of bonds of the United States in 
lieu thereof; provided that no bond upon 
which interest has ceased shall be accepted or 
continued on depositlas security for circulation 
or for the safe keeping of public money 
and in case the bonds so deposited shall not be 
withdrawn as provided by law within thirty 
days after the interest has ceased thereon, the 
banking association depositing the same shall 
be subject to liabilities and proceedings on the 
part of the Comptroller as provided for in 


to 


section 5,234 of the revised statutes of the 


United States; and provided further, that 
section 4 of the act of June 20; 1874, entitled 
anact fixing the amount of United States 
notes, providing for the redistribution of na- 
tioual bank currency and for other purposes, 
be and the same is hereby repealed, and sec- 
tions 5,159 and 5,160 of the revised statutes be 
and the same are hereby re-enacted. 

Under this section itis obvious no addi- 
tional banks will hereafter be  —organ- 
ized except possibly in a few cities 
or localities where the prevailing rates of in- 
terest in ordinary business are extremely low. 
Nonew banks can be organized and no in- 
crease of capital of the existing banks can be 
obtained except by purchase and the deposit 
of three per cent bonds. No other bonds of 
the, United States can be used]for that purpose. 
The one thousand millions of other bonds 
recently issued by the U.S8., and bearing a 
higher rate of interest than the three 

er cent, and therefore better security for the 
ill holder,cannot, after the first of July next, 
be received as security for bank circulation. 
This is a radical change in,the banking law. 
It takes from the banks the right they have 
heretofore had under the law to purchase and 
deposit as security for their circulation any 
of the bonds issued by the 
United States, and deprives the 
bill holder . of the best security which 
the banks are able to give, requiring ‘them to 
deposit bonds having the least valueof any 
bonds issued by the Government. The aver- 
age rate of taxation of. capital employed in 
banking is more than double the rate of taxa- 
tion upon capital employed in other legiti- 
inate business. Under these circumstances to 
amend the banking law so as to deprive the 
banks of the advantage of securing 
their notes by the most valuable 
bonds issued by the Goverhment will, it is 
believed, in a large part of the country, bea 
practical prohibition of organizing new banks 
and prevent the existing banks from enlarg- 
ing their capital. The national banking sys- 
tem, if continued at all, will be a monopoly 
in the hands of those who are already en- 


gaged in it, who may purchase Government:

To prevent the further organization of banks 
is to put in gt sap the whole .system b 
taking from it that feature that makes it, as it 
now is, a banking system free upon the same 
terms to all who wish to engage init.

After a long period bus- 
iness has just entered upon a career of unex- 
ampled prosperity.The withdrawal of curren- 
“y from circulation by the national banks,and 
the enforced winding up of banks in conse- 
quence,would inevitably bring serious embar- 
rassments and disaster to the business of the 
country. Banks~of issue are | essential 
instruments of modern commerce. If 
the present efficient and admirable system of 
banking is broken down it will inevitably be 
followed by a recurrence to other and in- 
ferior methods of banking Any measure 
Jooking to such a result will be a disturbing 
element in our financial system. It will de- 
stroy confidence and surely check the grow- 
ing prosperity of the country. 

Believing that the measure for refund- 
ing the National debt is not necessarily 
connected with the National banking law, and 
that.any refunding act will defeat its own ob- 
ject if 1t imperils the National banking system 
or seriously impairs its usefulness, and, 
convinced that section 5 of the bill before me 
would, if it should become law, work a great 
harm, I herewith return the bill to the House 
of Representatives for that further considera- 
tion which is provided for in the Constitution.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


The Figures and Facts Collected by a 
German Scientist. 
From the New York Times. 

The German statistician, G. Fr. Kolb, in 
the introduction to his huge volume on **The 
Condition of Nations,’* cites some very re- 
markable instances which not only show the 
practical value of the science of statistics, but 
the unexpected constancy between social and 
Vitali phenomena Which would ordinarily be 
classed as exceptional and irregular. In a 
part of the Saone Provinces, observations ex- 
tending over 115 years show that rain falls on 
an average 125 days in the year. During many 
vears the average height of the barometer at 
Paris was 765 millimetres, and the whole 
differences between the years when 
gathered up did not exceed three millimetres. 
In 1832, an extraordinary mortality from 
cholera raised the deaths in France to 935,735, 
which was 65,000, or fifteen per cent, above 
the average; the next year the number fell 
57,600, or fifteen per cent, under the usual 
average. In 1847, there being a famine, there 
Was anhincrease of three per cent above the 
usual average; in 1848, (notwithstanding the 
disturbances in Paris) the mortality almost 
regained its usual average, and the births also 
increased three per cent. Similar facts have 
been recorded in other periods and other 
countries. The Malthusian theory declared 
that while population increases geometrically 
food increases only in. an arithmetical 
progression, hence efforts to _ interfere 
with social freedom in order to 
avert the supposeddanger. Butin England, 
France and Prussia, observations extending 
from 1820 to 1872 show that the percentage of 
increase has been not large, nor has it been 
itself an increasing one, but almost constant. 
In France, statistics collected for the three 
quinquennial periods from 1836 to 1850 show 
that marriages of bachelors with spinsters 
and widows, and widowers with spinsters, 
have varied so little that forty-eight in five 
vears Was the largest difference; and the cases 
of death made subject to Coroner’s inquest in 
(creat Britainduring three successive years 
show very slight fluctuations in the number 
from the several causes. Marriages of men 
under thirty, or even under  fortv- 
tive, With women of sixty or 
inore must be classed with the 
irrecularities, but in Belgium, during quad- 
rennial periods from 1841 to 1865, just six 
cases Of marriage between women of sixty or 
more and men betweeh thirty and forty-five 
occurred in each one of the periods. These 
events obey a law of regularity as if the puair- 
ing off, even including a fixed number of 
cases of eccentricity in so doing, Were agreed 
upon in advance or were reguiated by some 
statute. The like consistency is obséerved in 
other, and, apparently, the most fortuitous 
matters—for example, in the number of mis- 
directed and non-directed letters that are 
found in the mails, and, of course, in matters 
not directly subject to the will this regularity 
must prevail. The law isnot always visible, 
but all things obey law.

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.Distinguished Men Who Married Wo- 
men Older Than Themselves.

‘Speaking of oblivion, itis surprising how 
raplaly even the great fall out of notice. Car- 
I and George Eliot were literary won- 
ers, and they are prapaiza Soo n§ from ob- 
servation. The latter was buried at Highgate, 
which is already known as the resting place 
of Coleridge. The fact that her hnsband 
(John Walter Cross) was so much younger 
(twenty years) than herself occasioned much 
comment. This, however, is not without pre- 
cedentin literary and social life. One of the 
leading clergy of this city is married to a 
woman ten years his senior, and the union 
appears congenial. Mohamfned’s wife was 
twenty years older than her husband, and it 
is much tothe credit of the latter that he 
bonored her to the last. He ascribed much of 
his success to her assistance and influence. 
John Howard, the philanthropist, married 
out of gratitude a Woman Who was equally 
his senior. She diedin a few years, however, 
and his second union was one of love. It 
was, however, also dissolved by the death of 
his wife, and then he devoted himself to phil- 
anthropy. Napoleon’s first wife (Josephine) 
was his senior by six years, being thirty at 
the time of their marriage, while he was 
twenty-five. It would have been well for 
him had he valued her conjugal love, whose 
violation was the beginning of his ruin. 
Aaron Burr also married a widow, who, like 
Josephine, had two children. Mrs. Burr was 
ten years older than her husband, but the 
union was very harmonious. She probably 
allowed him that large liberty with the fair 
sex to which he had been accustomed, and 
thus avoided domestic quarrels. John Wilkes 
the famous London agitator of the last cen-

Poor Pastor Pool. 
Philadelphia Special to Chicago Times. 


The case of the Rev. George H. Pool, for- 
merly pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church, of this city, who died of small-pox 
in a hospital in Brooklyn and was buried in 
Potter’s field, leaving an unclaimed estate 
valued at $500,000, continues to attract a good 
deal of attention. Alexander Pool, brother 
of the Rev. Mr. Pool,a réal estate dealer in 
Quincy, Ill,, has come to this city to look af- 
ter bis late brother’s affairs. He to-day called 
on Horace Hepburn, who was the Rev. Mr. 
Pool’s counsel inthis city. The resem- 
blance between the deceased clergyman and 
the brother is striking. He says the Rev. Mr. 
Pool has four brothers, two sisters, and four 
half-brothers living. The sisters reside in 
Green county, this State. William 
Pool, one of the brothers, is a local preacher 
in Morgantown, W. Va., where the Rev. 
George H. Poofwas born. Another is a Bap- 
tist minister in Logan county, Illinois. The 
third is living in Keokuk, lowa. The half- 
brothers, wbo,it is held, can claim no share 
of the Rev. George H. Pool’s estate, live in 
Illinois and Indiana. The reticence which 
Mr. Pool maintained with reference to his 
family connections and his early history is ex- 
plaiyed by Alexander Pool. The dead clergy- 
man’s father, the Rev. Asby Pool, a local 
preacher, was married twice, and had eight 
children as the result of his first union, and 
four from the second. His second wife is 
said to have had a strong influence over him, 
and to have induced him to make a will in 
which he left her a life interest in his estate 
and everything else to the children of the sec- 
ond marriage, cutting off those of the first 
marriage With almost nothing. This greatly 
incensed George H. Pool, who, after ex- 
pressing his displeasure, left the home of his 
childhood never to return. Mr. Pool’s father 
died in 1861. His step-mother died a few 
yeurs ago, leaving considerable property, in 
which George H. Pool had a large interest. 
Alexander Pool Knew nothing of his brother’s 
death until he saw it announced in the papers. 
The body of the Rev. Mr. Pool will be at once 
removed from the Potter’s Field and more fit- 
tingly interred. Letters of administration 
will be taken out on the estate in favor of 
Aiexander Pool at the request of his brothers, 
from whom he had letters to that effect. It is 
said by a lady who knew the Rev. Mr. Pool 
well that he oye neg told her-that he had 
made a will in which he 
to charitable institutions. Diligent search 
has been made for a will, both in this city and 
New York, but without success. Neither of 
his counselin New York or this citvV ever 
drew up the instrument, if it exists, and it is 
the opinion of both of them that if Mr. Pool 
ever made a will he must have written it 
himself. Search has been made by the physi- 
¢ian of the hospital at Flatbush, where Mr. 
Pool died, among the papers left by him 
there, but no will of any kind has been found. 


A Lottery Story.

Some years ago, in Berlin, a poor orphan 
girl dreamed three times running of a certain 
number, Which appeared to her in luminous 
figures, While an unearthly voice, repeating 
over and again, *“*This number will win the 
first prize in the Class Lottery,” resounded 
in her mind’s ear.

Turkish ladies make the least attractive out- 
door show of all the semi-barbarians. ‘This 
is largely the result of their absurd costume. 
They disguise themselves in a cloak which of 
itself is enough to overwhelm a multitude of 
charms. Itis apiece of heavy silk, rarely 
good ir. color, upon one end of which formal 
and meaningléss devices have been worked in 
gold. .The character of them suggests that in 
former days this outdoor garment consisted of 
two pieces, ones golden scarf forthe head 
with pendent fringe and tassels, the ether a 
mantle Of plain silk. In progress of time the 
scarf and tassels were incorporated, as it were, 
in the mantle, surviving only. as a cumbrous 
ornament. Itis not necessary to describe the 
appearance of Turkish women thus ap- 
pareled. Every one knows’ how they 
stride along like animated sacks, showing 
more than enough of coarse white stocking 
on a leg that is never pretty, ill-made Frenc 
boots, or trailing yellow slippers. Not afew 
wear socks, always down at heel, often trail- 
inginthe perennial mud. Fine eyes, both 
gray and black, are common,and quite enough 
is seen of the features to assure one that 
beauty-of face is not sparingly distributed. 
While lightly digressing in this by-path I 
would point out the exceeding fairness of the 
race. The Turkish peasant has a whiter 
skin than the Greek townsman. South Italians 
even are more dusky of complexion. Fair 
hair and Jight eyes abound in all classes, and, 
unless it be a man evidently crossed with ne- 
gro blood, you will searcely ever see a Turk 
so brown of skin as are the vast majority of 
Greeks. In height and strength of buildialso, 
they are superior to all their subject peoples, 
excepting the Albanians.

ENGLISH GENERALSHIP. 


Military Reputations Based on Exceed- 
ing Smali Performances. 
From the New York Times. 


Gen. Sir George Pomeroy Colley’s death in 
this lamentable eansvea! war will awaken 
feelings of deep regret, and possibly some dis- 
agreeable reflections, throughout the entire 
British Army. He possessed a high reputa- 
tioneas a strategist, and his friends, wisely or 
otherwise, were accustomed to boust that he 
was equal in that respect to Gen. von Moltke. 
He made the *‘Kreig speil”’ his favorite study, 
and used to be able to master its intricacies 
with rare ability. Criticsin military circles, 
when discussing the question as to the com- 
ing men among the commanders in the British 
Army, always mentioned Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley and his old colleague in the field, Sir 
George Colley, as the two most 
prominent. It is, however a sug- 
gestive commentary upon * theoretical 
proficiency in the art of war that Sir George 
failed in the first really important campaign 
he was appointed to conduct. | Doubtless, Sir 
George telt certain, when he first led his lit- 
tle army against the Boers, that he was 
bound to be successful. His whole conduct, 
in refusing to accept reinforcements when 
they were offered by the home Government, 
and in venturing to attack the Boers in a 
strong position with an*army which had been 
seriously weakened by previous unsuccéss- 
ful encounters with the enemy, betrays this 
abounding spirit of confidence in theoretical 
strategy, and it is not too much to say that 
the unfortunate General has had to pay for 
his rashness with his life. Itis a little re- 
markable 
erals Whose fame has become supereminent 
within the last few years made their reputa- 
tion by defeating badly armed and badly dis- 
ciplined antagonists. General Napierwon his 
title of Lord Magdala because he beat the 
hardes of King Theodore in their own citadel 
in the heart of Abyssinia. Sir Garnet achieved 
fame and honors because he marched to 
Coomassie and defeated the savage hordes 
commanded by the King of Ashantee. Gen- 
eral Roberts made a sudden and brilliant re- 
putation by marching ten thonsand men from 
Kabul to Kandahar with remarkable celerity 
and then defeating the army of Ayoob Khan, 
flushed, as it was, by success in cutting up the 
force of General Burrows on the field 
of Kushk-i-Nakhud, and subse- 
quently compelling the panic- 
stricken Kandahar garrison to abandon 
their cantonments and thut themselves up in 
their citadel. Roberts’ feat was more ardu- 
ous and brilliant than the performances either 
of Lord Napier or Gen. Wolseley; neverthe- 
less, it was buta victory won over savage but 
undisciplined and poorly equipped mercen- 
aries gathered from all parts of Afghanistan. 
The Transvaal war is the nearest approach to 
a struggle with civilized foes which England 
bas had on hand since she worked with 
the allies in the Crimea, and the total defeat 
of one of her pet theoretical strategists will 
compel military critics to question whether 
the florid reputation of her most conspicuous 
coinmanders has not been extravagant, based, 
as it pas been, upon achievements against 
barbarians possessing neither the cohesive 
discipline nor the superior weapons usually 
found among white belligerents. 


Ben Butler’s Yacht.

As the wrecking steamer Hunter, of New 
Bedford, Capt. Davis, was cruising in Vine- 
yard sound, on Saturday, he sighted a large 
schooner ashore on L’Homme Dieu shoal 
due east of Martha’s Vineyard.

In swinging around Capt. Davis caught sight 
of the name on the stern of the schooner, and 
found it to be “‘America,’’ and he recognized 
it as Gen. Benj.

Shakespeare’s plays, and yetit is remarkable 
how very little light even the best actors 
throw upon the character, how very much at 
the end of the play remains obscure and mean- 
ingless. Evenso good an actor as Booth is 
open to the criticism that his Hamlet is ina 
great measure an elaborate piece of recitation. 
With McCullough the case is different. There 
isnotaline of the play which he utters, 
whether in the scenes with Hamlet’s mother, 
with Polonius, or with Ophelia, which he does 
not make instinct with meaning—not a line 
which he does not manage to accompany with 
some action that throws a lightupon the situa- 
tion..

THE PRESIDENT’S VETO. 

The President has vetoed the funding bill. 
That, of course, kills it. There is no possi- 
bility of its passage over the veto, as it could 
never obtain the vote of a two-thirds majority 
in both Houses. Besides, the life of the pre- 
sent Congress expires to-morrow at 12 o’clock 
noon, andthe whole subject will go over to 
the new Congress. 

It is a triumph of the National banks, a 
great victory of the money power at the ex- 
pense of the Government and the people. 
Even if it were conceded that the three 
per cent bonds could not have been 
successfully floated—which, however, we 
deny—the experiment was certainly worth 
trying. In no event could the public interest 
have possibly suffered by a fair trial of the 
funding Dill. The Government could 
lose nothing. Had the pegple refused to take 
the three per cent bonds during the next thirty 
days provided by the bill for gen- 
eral subscriptions to the loan, Mr. 
GARFIELD could have called an extra 
session oft the new Congress and in 
the light of the thorough discussion and 
complete test of the subject it would not have 
taken a week forthe passage of a new bill, 
under which the funding operations could 
have beencompleted before the five and six 
per cent bonds became actually redeemable. 
Thus the three per cent bill, considered in 
the worst light, was a great opportunity. 
Inthe case of its success the Government 
would have scored the greatest financial tri- 
umph ever achieved by any government, and 
saved over a million of dollars per month in 
interest. In case of failure it would have lost 
nothing—nothing whatever. And in our 
opinion its success could not have 
been prevented by all the _ threats 
and conspiracies of the National 
banks, for the opposition came from them 
alone and exclusively, and not from either the 
masses of the people or the financial classes 
generally. It seems idle to say that when the 
four per cent bonds command a premium of 
13 or 14 and actually yield only 3% per 
cent—when the statistics show the  say- 
ings and other banks to hold over §$32,- 
000,000,000 of savings and  deposits— 
when the National banks | themselves 
have to deposit with the Treasury about $400,- 
000,000 of bonds—when the English and 
French governments, with twice our debt and 
only two-thirds of our population, have issued 
three per cent bonds—that this country could 
not have done the same to the amount of six 
or seven hundred million dollars. 

One of the results of the veto will be the im- 
mediate calling of an extra session and the 
passage of a new 32 per cent funding bill. 

Wall street is happy to-day. Perhaps it 
was only fitthatthe man who entered the 
White House by fraud and perjury should 
make his final exit by a crowning act of 
shameless disregard of public interest. The 
creature ofa Returning Board naturally be- 
comes the tool of Wall street sharpers and 
syndicates.

between the city and company, and upon 
which my Opinion is adverse to the company,

STOREY, of the distinguished Chicago Times, 


the St. Louis gas monopoly and advocates its 


Gas Light Companies is pronounced by 
the Supreme Court to be a valid in- 
strument. It obligates the companies to sell 
and the city to buy the gas for the public lamps 
embraced in the contract for a term of years 
and at a specified price. It went into effect o 
February 28, 1873, and by its terms will continue 
in force until January 1, 1890. 

‘‘Itis provided in section lof the amended 
charter of the Laclede Gas Light Company that 
the company shall have ‘perpetual succession,’ 
and by section § thatitshall'hold and enjoy 
‘forever’ the franchise granted. 

‘‘These terms are clear and comprehensive, 


|} and express unmistakably’the intent of the 


Legislature; and as no Valid objection appears 
to their use by the law-making power, I am 
constrained to say, in answer to question 4, that the 
chartered life of the Laclede Gas Light Company 
will, under the above enactments, continue forever.” 

If the Gleje-Democrat will pay some at- 
tention to the clear distinction thus pointed 
out, it will comprehend the vast difference 
in the position of the two gas companies. The 
charter of the St. Louis dies on the last day 
of 1889, while thatof the Laclede runs on 
perpetually and forever. It is well to know 
the actual law and the real facts before this 


controversy proceeds much further. 


A CAUSELESS STRIKE. 

The strike among the molders employed in 
the Excelsior Stove Works of this city, which 
began on Monday, is marked by some curious 
pheses. It is not a revolt against niggardness 
or oppression upon the part of employers, for 
the FILLEYS pay the highest wages and are 
noted for their kindness and liberality to the 
people in their service. Their molders belong 
toan organization known as the Molders’ 
Union, an institution which arrogates to itself 


the right to regulate the manner in which the | 


menufacturers of stoves shall conduct thein 
business. While manifesting all proper de- 
ference toward the. Union, the Messrs. FILLEY 
kept in their employ four men .who had not 
gone through the formality of connectiny 
themselves with that important and highly in- 
fluential organization. Of’ course’ these 
‘scabs’? were obnoxious tothe Union. Yes- 
terday the leaders of the Union notified the 
Excelsior people that they must at once dis- 
miss from their employ these highly improper 
non-Unionists. The demand did not stop 
here. Mr..FILLEY was informed that the ap- 
prentice system in vogue in his shops was 
breeding stove molders too fast for the safety 
of the skilled workingmen now in the 
land, and he was ordered to put a stop 
toit atonce. Of course the gentlemen who 
furnish the capital and do the ‘standing 
around” in the Excelsior establishment, as 
one of the discontented molders puts it, re- 
sented this attempt at dictation, and, feeling 
fully their ability to conduct their own affairs, 
merely requested the people who were dissat- 
isfied to seek employment elsewhere. A lock- 
out followed and the business of the Excelsior 
Works is seriously interfered with. We have 
no hesitancy in denouncing this strike as an 
outrage upon the rights of employers. The 
PosT-DIsPATCH is in full sympathy with 
workingmen the world over. Nobody can 
accuse it of toadyism to wealth or devotion to 
corporations. A year or so ago We stood by 
the coopers of the city in their strike, because 
it was shown that they were working for 
starvation wages. We are, therefore, in posi- 
tion to give calm and unprejudiced advice, 
and we unhesitatingly say that the majority 
of the molders in the employ of the Excelsior 
Company had as much right to demand the 
dismissal of certain men on account of their 
nationality or the color of their hair as to in- 
sist that they be turned out because of their 
refusal to connect themselves with a so-called 
labor organization. Such attempted dictation 
is contrary to the spirit of ourinstitutions and 
in the end must result badly for the work- 
ingmen. Messrs. FILLEY and DANA have a 
right to employ whomsoever they please,| and 
so long as they pay wagestnat are satis- 
factory they should be permitted to manage 
their own business. There is too much pros- 
perity in this country to admit of the mobbing 
of employers because they show a desire to 
retain the control of their affairs. 

In this connection the fact may be men- 
tioned that the printers employed in the 
office of the Cincinnati Commercial walked 
away from good situations the other day, be- 
cause they insisted on the right to instruct 
Mr. HALSTEAD as to the proper manner in- 
which his business should be conducted. An 
announcement of the strike brought such a 


swarm of rural printers to town that it be- 


came necessary to-insert a displayed notice in 
the Commercial requesting the boys to remain 
at home and save railroad fare. The labor 
supply seems to be equal toall demands about 
this time, and workmen should be careful 
about depriving themselves of situations on 
mere technicalities. | 


WHEN the news first came across the water 
about the terrible defeat of the British at 
Magela Mountain, in the Transvaal, we had 
an apologetic accompaniment to the effect that 
the disaster was caused by the inability of 
Her Majesty’s troops to secure a fresh supply 
of ammunition. The details of the battle, fur- 
nished by a correspondent who seems to have 
taken an active interest in the struggle, puts 
an entirely different face onthe matter. Gen. 
COLLEY’sS command consisted of 600 infantry, 
the bestin the service, and ‘a detachment of 
marines witha gattling gun. He deliberate- 
ly chose his position on the mountain im rear 
of the Boer laager, and as it took his troops 
nearly all night to climb up the precipitous 
height, he hada natural right to consider it 
reasonably impregnable. The Boers, number- 
ing only 1,000, deliberately assaulted the place 
ind carried it by storm. No braver nor more 
ferocious fighting has been seen since the 
famed skirmish at Armageddon, The corre- 
spondent says that the Boers were handled 
with skill, “that they fired with aw-, 
ful precision, and that they were not 
even dismayed by the English bayonet. As 
usual the English plunged into this campaign 
upon the theory that one disciplined English 
soldier was equalto fifty Boers. Ever since 
the battle of Plassey, when CLIVE destroyed an 
Indian army with a handful of men, the Eng- 
lish have been pleased to fight barbarians at

great odds. Experience should have taught | 


them that the sturdy Boers were not indolent 
negroes nor clumsy Hindoos in .the matter of 


war. Now that they have taken the measure 


of the enemy, and the London press has made 
the discovery that a fighting Boer is: the equal 
of the best British soldier, we may expect a 
formidable movement against the furious 
There willbe no lack of men and 
means from this timeout, but the fact re- 
mains that the average English generalis a 
popinjay,and there may. be other disasters 
equal to that of Magela Hill to record before 
order reigns in the Transvaal. There was. no 
British generalship in the Crimea, where the 
art of war was practiced in its completeness, 
and there has been none since though there 
has been no end of pluck. — 


WE have not been vouchsafed a sight of the 
threatening telegram sent to Mr. HARCOURT, 
the English Home Secretary, by Mr. JOHN 
DEVOY, of the United States, but we’ll lay a 
couple of guinea eggs that it is something 
beautifulin the way of dramatic composition. 
It was rather mean on the part of Mr. Har- 
COURT to intimate inthe House that it was 
not a difficult thing for a man to stand upon 
the opposite side of the Atlantic and hurl 
electric anathemas at the British Lion at the 
rate of ashilling a word and to supplement 
it with the solemn hint thatif Mr. DEVoy 
made his appearance on English soil,in an at- 
titude of hostility, he would be at once con- 
verted into dog’s meat; but on the whole it 
seemsto us that Mr. Drevoy has made a pal- 
pable hit. He has bad himself talked about 
in Parliament, and that’s more than millions 
of uscansay. We would not advise him, 
however, to continue this method of warfare, 
for the English capitalists own a majority of 
the shares in the Atlantic Cable, and no mate 
ter how fast and furious he may forward his 
electrio bullets, the Sassanach is liable to get 
the best of it—from a purelv financial point of 
view.

Probable Harmony Between the Sev- 
enty and the Central Com-

The Advisory Board to Submit a Propo- 
sition at the Meeting To-Night. 


The difference between the Central Com- 
mittee and the Armory Hall party still exists, 
while the chances aré about even 
between a break up and a coalition. The 
members ofthe Armory Hall Committee are 
somewhat disgusted at the turn affairs have 
taken, and some of them positively refuse to 
treat with the Advisory Board upon any terms. 


Health Commissioner Francis is said _ to 
have been the originator of the 
present basis of settlement, which provides 
that Armory Hall shall select half the judges 
and clerks and the Kerwin crowd the others. 
This is doubtful, since the . members 
claim that this Dag agg omy would 
have been submitted by the - Advisory 
Board if that body had succeeded in uniting 
with the eight members appointed by the 20. 
Sidney W. McCormack says that the proposi- 
tion to allow the old Central Committee to 
appoint half the judges and clerks and the 
lrovisional Committee to appoint the rest, 
will certainly be accepted if it is made 1n such 
a way as to prevent any chance of subterfuge 
or deceit. Hiedeclares thatgthe Seventy are 
willing to make any reasonable  conces- 
sion to secure harmony and all the other 
members say that they are anxious fora fair 
election, and will take any terms consistent 
with that end. Judge Hayden said that if any 
arrangement was made with the 
Central Committeé, he would insist that 
the terms were put down in black and white 
so as to leave no chance for prevarication. If 
this had been done before the present trouble 
would have been’ avoided. Several 
of the gentlemen insisted when 
the report of the agreement 
with the Advisory Board was read that there 
was too much left ir parole.

4 Loud Aiterclap of the Late Grand Jury. 


Police Commissioners Finney and Moffett 
were in receipt of letters from Governor Crit- 
tonden to-day, and the report got out in some 
way that their resignations had been request 
ed. Some such action as this has been 
pot unlooked for in Mr. .Finney’s case 
as the result of the affidavits giving evidence 
of his residence outside of the city. But why 
the Governor should interfere with Mr. Mof- 
fett’s tenure was beyond explanation. The 
rumor that there were to be two vacancies 
jn the Board spread, however, 
like wild-fire. It was reported that both 
centiemen received their letters at the Four 
Courts by the morning mail, Mr. Finney 
was present when the mail, was_ delivered, 
holding a consultation with Chief McDonough, 
but the latter did not learn the contents. The 
Commissioner read the letter, and left the 
building with a very peculiar look on his face. 
Inabouthalfan hour Mr. Moffett came in, 
vot bis letter, read it hastily and de- 
parted, seemingly worked up to a_ pitch 
of considerable excitement by the 
news it brought. Inquiry failed to show that 
the other members received any mail from 
Jefferson City this morning. 

Commissioner Finney and Moffett were 
found at noon to-day seated over turtle soup 
ina Sixth street restaurant. They were en- 
saved in earnest conversation when the re- 
porter entere d. 

Mr. Moffett looked more worried than his 
colleague, and to him the questioning was ad- 
dressed ; . 

‘*You received a letter from the Governor 
this morning?” 

“7 did.” 

‘*}id it demand your resignation as Police 
Commissioner?” 

No, sir,’ after some hesitation. 

‘‘Have you any objection jto making the 
contents public??? 

“Thavye.’* (After alook at Finney), “It is 
private business, and the public has 
nothing whatever to do with it.” 

Moffett refused to speak any further, and 
Finney Was tried in the hope that he would 
evolve something. 

“Was your resignation demanded by the 
Governor.” 

“No, sir.” 

“What was the tenor of the Ictter you re- 
ecived this morning ?”’ 

“It was about the late Grand Jury investi- 
eition. Further than this I refuse 
to.say. My answeris the same as Moffett’s. 
The letters were private and have nothing to 
dowith the public.” Mr. Finney returneed 
to his soup, and was perfectly willing to 
speak about anything else but the 
mysterious letter. He appeared 
to be considerably worried and 
was surprised when told that the rumor 
was being cireulated that. his resigna- 
tion was Wanted. He laughed affectediy 
at the suggestion, but,he absolutely refused 
to say anything further than that the letters 
related to the late Grand Jury and: its busi- 
ness. Putting the two facts together, that 
the late Grand Jury directly censured the 
whole Board of Police Commissioners, and 
that Messrs. Finnev and Moffett were as glum 
as mourners \this morning, it is ex- 
tremely probable that Governor Crittenden 
has either demanded the resignations or inti- 
mated that he is seriously thinking about do- 
ing so, 

The remark of Mr. Finney about the pur- 
port of the letters recalls a conversation With 
Col. A. W. ‘Slayback yesterday. Col. 
Savback is the attorney for Mr. Bo- 
land. In -the course of his remarks 
he said significantly that he didn’t know 
Whether he should appeal Mr. Boland’s case 
ornot. “Perhaps” he fadded, “*welmay want 
toapply the ruling the court makes to some- 
body else before this thing is over.’’ A little 
later the colonel remarked “if the late Grand 
Jury bad had the .nerve to do_ their 
(iuty on the evidence before- them, there 
wouldn’t have been any of this trouble.’’ 

It‘will be remembered that the last Grand 
Jury censured the old Police Board severely, 
using the following words, after referring to 
the indictment of D. H. Armstrong. 
_“Fornegilecting to see that their instructions 
in respect to the suppression of gambling and 
lotteries were properly enforced, we strongly 
‘ensure the other members of the late 
Board.” 

Whether it is light onthe subject of this 
‘ensure the Governor wants, or whether his 
letters call fer explanation of some evidence 
before the Grand Jury, which Col. Slayback 
mouably had in mind, remains to be devel- 
oped,

New Rules for the Flour Trade. 

‘iW York, March 8.—The board manag-

LONDON, March 3.—The Times give; the 
following account of an Irishman who is de- 
scribed by a correspondent as the chief ad- 
viser, of Zoubeurt, the Boer commander.

movement in Ireland. His story is as follows: 
Atameeting of the Central Committee, 
Stephens presiding, at which Aylward was 
yresent it was decided to assassinate Lord 
Mayo, themchief secretary for Ireland, as he 
passed out from the castle yard at Dublin and 
to attack the castle for the purpose of procur- 
ing arms. Aylward disapproved of 
these plans, as he thought 
the time for assassination and revolt inoppor- 
tune, and informed the committee if they re- 
solved to murder Lord Mayo, he should in- 
form him of his danger. Aylward then sent 
anote to Lord Mayo, telling him not to pass 
through the castle yard that evening. Ayl- 
ward was that night shot by a Fenian as 
an informer, and was takentothe hospital 
wounded in two places. ‘The police discover- 
ed who wrote the letter to Lord Mayo, and 
when Aylward recovered he was placed 
under police protection and accepted an offer 
of money from the secret service fund on con- 
dition of his leaving the country. Aylward 
then left Ireland and went to 
South Africa. He was for some 
time at the diamond _ fields. He 
has beenlong known in Africaas a_ strong 
sympathizer with the Dutch. Whenin 1876, 
the Boers being at war with Secocoeni, want- 
ed an officer, Aylward volunteered. At the 
fight at Mahera Kloaf ‘he was serving with 
the Lydenburg volunteers, and on their death 
the captain succeeded tothe command. He 
is the author of “The Transvaal of To-Day,’’ 
in which he givesa sketch of recent Boer 
wars and describes the habits of the people. 
He was up to qulite recently editor of the Na- 
tal Witness, published at Pietermaritz- 


burg.

They 
came ‘here from Mobile, and-had not long set- 
tled down in a fashionable residence out west 
when the attention of the public was directed 
to a slander suit in the courts brought by the 
Boston mother of an adopted daughter 
against Mrs. Smith. The case excited 
a great deal of attention at the time. Bad 
feeling crew out of the young lady’s engage- 
meet, and Mrs. Smith wrote some letters to 
the family of a young gentleman in Illinois 
who smiled tenderly upon the adopted 
daughter, in which there Were some severe 
reflections upon the moral character of the 
girl’s mother. A flood of correspondence was 
let loose upon the court and jury, and 
the evidence developed much of the domes- 
tic life of the Smiths. It was shown that they 
lived in grand style, supporting a handsome 
house and retinue of servants, dispensing 
lavish hospitality, wine-suppers, card par- 
ties, ete. Mrs. Smith had a fancy for horse- 
flesh, and handied the ribbons behind a 
spanking team which excited the envy 
of every man on the road. Correspondence 
of the young lady was introduced to show that 
Mrs. Smith exchanged billet-douse with young 
ventlemen of attractive qualities, and en- 
couraged them to place their legs beneath the 
Smith family mahogany whenever a conveni- 
ent opportunity arose. One of these letters 
fullof gusb and sweetness was addressed to a 
Mr. Willie Somebody, and it was found at the 
bottom the of tab when the adopted daugh- 
ter went totake a bath. Mrs. Smith within 
the past few days swore outa peace-warrant 
against ber husband, charging that he had at- 
tempted to injure her witharazor. The 
particulars of the hearing, be- 
fore the justice were given 
in the $PostT-DISPATCH. Mrs. Smith 
testified that her husband was lying across the 
bed at 3 o’celock in the morning, awake, and 
prepared to carry outathreat which he had 
inade to settle matters in,the family by decis- 
ive action. He reached across to the bureau 
forarazor,and Mrs. Smith rushed in her 
night-robe to the door, calling for help and 
arousing the sons and the domestics, whose 
prompt response prevented serious results. 
fhe jury gave a verdict for the defendant, the 
husband, after hearing certain testimony. A 
servant girl was placed on the stand to testify 
that Mrs. Smith had asked her to invite Smith 
into her bed-room for an improper purpose, 
but the girl declined to enter into the scheme. 

Further testimony was offered to show 
that Mrs. Smith’s gentlemen acquaintances 
were encouraged to come to the’ house during 
Smith’s absence, for little oyster ’tete-a-tete 
suppers anda good time generally. Charley 
Hamm was mentioned as one of the hand- 
some lady’s visitors. Mr. Smith is well- 
known himself as a bucket-shop 
speculator. Hedresses well, like his wife, 
and affects all the elegancies and luxuries of 
west end life. He distinguished himself one 
day in Judge Wickham’s court, before a jury, 
by striking Major €rawford, an attorney; in 
the face for some fancied insult. ‘**Joe,’’ as 
he is- known among y nag emg | men, 
has not the reputation of a fighter, but it is 
seldom that a week passes without the neigh- 
borhood of the Smith family mansion being 
scandalized by fusses in the household, 
which generally result in loud expressions 
and blows. The sons sometimes take a hand 
for the purpose of _ restoring peace 
in the family, but their interference 
generally aggravates the matter.

Saloon and Boarding House Burned—A 
Queer Monomaniac—Other News. 


About three o’clock ‘this morning the 
saloon and boarding house of James A.

ed by fire. A large barnin the rear was also 
destroyed. The building was a two-story 
frame and valued at $1,000; the whole loss 
amounted to about $1,600, fully covered by 
insurance. Origin of the fire not known. 


Charles Sutton, an Englishman about forty 
years of age, walked into the police station 
this morning inquiring for the Chief of Police, 
and stating that he wished to be locked. up.
